The second volume of the transla- 
tion of Romain Rolland’s “ L’Ame En- 
cha ” hae arrived. ‘‘ Summer,” it 
is called. Those who read “ Annette 
and Sylvie” know the timbre of the 
It is concerned with the striv- 
ings of Annette’s soul toward expres- 
sion. That first volume was, to me, 


'at least, so far below the usual mark 


of Rolland’s genius as to be almost a 
travesty on his art. 

It was pathological and a little dije- 
gusting; but, aside from the subject 
matter, it did not have anything of 
the quality of most of Rolland’s work. 
The second volume promised much 
more. It does not fulfill that promise. 
It has the same effect of something 
done in a passion, something’ not re- 
strained, something with none of the 
beauty of implication, and its only 
beauty is the overripe one of saying 
too much. It is concerned with the 
life of Annette and her son—the child 
»bout to be born as the first volume 
closed. 

There are not even moments of that 
deep intimacy which unrestrained 
writing often has in it. You do not 
feel Annette as a vibrant being. You 
feel her merely as some one in a book.

American Indian Now 
Is Believed Individual 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 1.—()—All at- 
tempts of science in 1925 to fix the 
origin of the American Indian in Eu- 
ropean or Asiatic sources have failed 
and the American, aborigines remain 
an enigma in scientific research. 

This was revealed at the 27th an- 
nual meeting of the Society of Amer- 
ican Bacteriologists here, when a Kan- 
sas. girl, working alone in this field of 
research, reported that she had found 
no resemblance of blood grouping: of 
Indidns with European or Asiatic 
races, 

She made a personal study of 800 In- 
dians. 

The worker, Miss Clara Nigg of the 
department of bacteriology of the Uni- 


versity of Kansas, said her finding 
may indicate that the American In- 
|dians stand alone as an individual. or 
third ,group in ‘world races, contrary 
to scientific theories that they sprang 
from an old world stock. 

Though she does not advance any 


tions, scientists believe she has opened 
the way for a new theory as to the
